Harry M. Lipman, 64 years aia.’

killed last midnight when he 
jumped or fell from an eighth- 
floor window near his room 
at the Branscome apartment hotel, 
5370 Pershing avenue. 

His body was found, face down, 
on the concrete pavement in the 
rear of the building, directly be- 
low a fully opened window at the 


The nearby door of Lipman’s 
room was ajar and a window in the 
room was partly open, but not 
enough to permit passage of a 
body. Lipman’s hat and overcoat 
were on a settee. Search of the 
room did not disclose any note. 

Dizzy Spell Suggested. 

The body was discovered at 
12:40 o'clock by Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin Sabor, who had put their 
automobile in a garage and were 
about to go up to their apartment. 
Dr. Jerome C. Fleischman,.a resi- 
dent at the hotel, said Lipman had 
been dead not more than an hour. 

Lipman lived with his wife, 
Leonie. She had been visiting a 
married daughter in Cincinnati for 
two weeks but was due back to- 
day. Another married. daughter 
lives in Chicago, 

That Lipman may have fallen 
during a dizzy spell was suggested 
by his brother-in-law and sister, 
Mr. and Mrs. M, 8S. Jelenko, 7352 
Pershing avenue, University City. 
However, they said he was not 
known to be subject to such spells. 
He dined witn them Wednesday 
and seemed in good health and 
spirits, cheerful and happy, they 
said. Yesterday he went to work, 
telephoned his sister and made 
routine inquiries, as was his cus- 
tom. His sister said she knew of 
no motive for suicide.

TREASURY FURTHER EXPLAINS 
$30,000,000 TAX REFUND 


Says $4,000,000 Was Actually Ke- 
turned, Rest Being Credited 
on Taxes Due.

Twelve relatives, descendants of

Allegations are that Halpin was 
of unsound mind when he made 
his will in November, 1927, at the 
age of 84 years, and that the bene- 
ficiaries under the wil) exerted un- 
due influence. The 12 relatives 
Say they are Halpin’s sole heirs, 
contending that the two principal 
beneficiaries were not legally 
adopted and not entitled to share 
in the property. 

Worked Seven Days a Week. 

Halpin, who came from Ireland 
penniless and worked at his pro- 
fession seven days a week for 65 
years, owned the valuable south- 
west corner of Grand boulevard 
and Olive street, where he estab- 
lished a drug store in 1883. On 
the death of his partner, James 
McBride, he married McBride's 
widow. The principal heirs under 
Halpin’s will, Redmond McBride, 
7012 Forsythe boulevard, Univer- 
sity City, and Mrs. Frank X. Hack- 
mann, 5420 Maple avenue, de- 
scribéd as adopted children, are the 
children of the deceased partner. 

The wil? made specific bequests 
totalling $17.000 to nieces and 
cousins, $11,500 to Catholic insti- 
tutions, and $10,000 to MHalpin's 
housekeeper, Ketherine Loftus. It 
provided that the residue be held 
in trust by the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank and Trust Co. for 10 
years and at the end of that peri- 
od to be divided between McBride 
and Mrs. Hackmann.

TAKEN IN RAID 


Seizure at Newark, N. J., Brew- 
ery and Garage Said to Be 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEWARK, N..J.. March 21L.— 
| In what is described as the biggest 
raid in the history of prohibition, 
Federal agents working under 
Capt. George: Golding of Albany, 
independent of local enforce- 
ment officials yesterday raided a 
large garage near the Hensier 
| Brewery here, seized 7000 barrels 
of beer and arrested 36 men and 
women employes of the garage and 
of the brewery. 

They found a pipe line, 600 feet 
long, running from the brewery in- 
to the garage, connected with 
equipment for barrelling beer, and 
a complete automatic apparatus 
for washing beer barrels. 

The garage occupies nearly a 
equare block and includes a la'ge 
Open yard. In this yard and in a 
“racking room” adjacent were 7000 
barrels of beer. 

After arresting 19 men in 
the garage, the agents went to 
the brewery, where 17 others were 
arrestee}, including the president 
and cfficers of the Superior Manu- 
facturing Co., which recently leased 
the brewery and began making 
near beer with a Federal permit. 
In the brewery the agents found 
13 large vats, each capable of hoild- 
ing 200 barrels of beer each. 

Beer delivered in Albany and 
traced to Newark was responsibie 
for the raid, it was said. 

Federal agents think that*fhy the 
raid they cut off a source of sup- 
ply for upstate New York cities.

Prit- 
chard, former Director of Public 
Utilities, and George B. Heath, 
former chief electrical engineer in 
Pritchard’s department, parties 
to the fraud. 

The technical charge is obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, 
the penalty for which, upon con- 
viction, is two to five years in the 
penitentiary. 

Pitzman Survey Followed. 


In the original indictment, which 
is superseded by the information, 
only sidewalk resurfacing was cited 
as the medium of the fraud, but 
the information follows the Pitz- 
man survey item by item, show- 
ing a total overcharke on 11 items 
of $186,723.45, which, after deduc- 
tions for undercharges on other 
items amounting to $10,708.21, and 
$18,950.58 deducted by Comptroller 
Nolte as an overcharge for cable, 
leaves the final overcharge at 
$157,064.66. 

The Original indictment was 
based on the result of a hasty sur- 
vey made for the Post-Dispatch by 
R, H. Buchmueller, engineer and 
town planner in the Internationa! 
Building, which indicated Ryckoft 
had overcharged the city approxi- 
mately $175,000 for sidewalk re- 
surfacing, . based on assumed 
widths. Pitzman’s survey showed 
Ryckoff had _ greatly exceeded 
those widths. However, Pitzman’s 
exact measurements, showed a to- 
tal overcharge on concrete and 
brick pavement of $112,039.46. 
Overcharges on other itmes not 
measured by Buchmueller further 
increased the total. 

Goes Over -to April Term. 

Filing of the information was 
made possible by a special enact- 
ment of the 1925 Legislature, 
which provides an information may 
be substituted for an indietment 
when the latter is held to be in- 
sufficient in form and substance. 
Circuit Attorney Miller adopted 
this method to embrace all the 
overcharges in the proceeding 
against Ryckoff, Pritchard and 
Heath. > 

By agreement with defense at- 
torneys and the Circuit Attorney, 
Judge Hamilton set the case over 
for trial at the April term and it 
will be set down for trial next 
month or on an early day in May. 

The information charges spe- 
cifically that Ryckoff, Pritehard 
and Heath “did among themselves 
conspire, combine, confederate and 
agree together that the said A. M. 
Ryckoff should and would falsely, 
fraudulently, unlawfully, knowing- 
ly, designedly and feloniously de- 
ceive, cheat and defraud the said 
city of St. Louis” out of $157,- 
064.66 for work on the contract 
Ryckoff did not do. 

It is charged that “by reason of 
the incomplete. inaccurate, defec- 


j} tive and insufficient inspections, 


records and accounts made and 
kept of the work” by Ryckoff. 
Heath and Pritchard, certain. un- 
dercharges were made, totaling 
$10,708.21, for which the contrac- 
tor is given credit in the informa- 
tion, 

As to Pritchard and Heath, who 
were public officers when the al- 
leged fraud was perpetrated and 
who resigned office following the 
original disclosures by the Post- 
Dispatch last March, the informa- 
tion charges that their acts were 
corrupt as public officers.

Capt. Benjamin H. Berry, 87 
years old, who ran the Federal 
blockade during the Civil War and 
survived other dangers during more 
than 60 years as a river man, was 
fatally injured yesterday afternoon 
when struck by an automobile, 

Capt. Berry, who resided at 1398 
Blackstone avenue, died at St. 
Luke's Hospital at 4:30 p. m., of 
@ fractuerd skull suffered several 
hours previously when he was at- 
‘tempting to cross the strect in front 
of 6705 Easton avenue. Robert 
Berry, Browntown, IIL, the driver, 
and Harry Hoegman, Ferguson, 
riding with him, told police the 
aged man walked against the side 
of the car and was knocked down. 
Robert Berry and Capt. Berry were 
not related. An open verdict was 
returned at the inquest today. 

Born at Cape Girardeau, on the 
banks of the Mississippi, Berry 
turned to the river for a career 
when 13 years old; following the 
death of his father. His first job 
was on a ferry. Subsequently he 
became a pilot and then master. 
and for many years was employed 
on boats of.the Anchor Line on 
the ‘lower river. Experiences he 
enjoyed to relate in later years in- 
cluded running the Federa! block- 
ade, with bales of cotton piled in 
protection of the decks and pilot 
house, the St... Louis tornado of 
1896, when the City of Monroe with 
Berry and other members of the 
crew aboard, was blown to the 
Iilinois shore and smashed, and a

Capt. Berry retired from _— the 
river seven years ago following a 
period of service on Government 
steamers.

Explorer, Back i in New York. Reviews His Ac- 
complishments—1200 Miles of Coast 
Line Charted in 18 Months. ,

NEW YORK, March 21.—New 
-York’s towering skyline looked tre- 
mendously good to us as we ended 
our second Antarctic expedition. 

We have spent six months afloat 
in ships on stormy southern waters 
and aloft in turbulent, frigid at- 
mosphere. Three days more than 
a month ago wg were steaming 
throngh lanes of. scattered ice- 
bergs. The sea, lifted and curled 
With the force of heavy , wind. 
White crests rated ~ and tumbled. 
The skies were cloud-laden and 
lowering, snow squalls swept the 
ocean, 

Penguins by the thousands dived 
and sported or swam assiduously 
in“ search: of the ‘tiny shrimps 
which constitute their food, The 
plonk, plonk of the penguins’ 
bodies striking the water drew us 
irresistibly to the.steamer’s rail. 

An occasional; penguin, arrested 
by curiosity, would poise on the 
top of the water, wiggle its bil! and 
tail, glance at the steamer and 
call shrilly, “Claark, Claark, 
Clak!” 

-Havying reached the top of a 
berg, the birds would crowd to 
the ge nearest our ship; those 
in front would be pushed over the 
edge into the sea. ‘Not to be out- 
done they would swim again to the 
low side of the iceberg, spring to 
its surface and again take their 
places. 

100-Foot Ice Cliffs. 

Not all the icebergs are low- 
sided enough for the penguins to 
leap upon them. Most of the 
bergs, except these we saw away 
down south of the Pacific Ocean, 
would expose 100 feet or more of 
ice cliff, 

An albatross, or several, would 
soar and glide, while Mother Ca- 
rey’s Chickens, which are numer- 
ous in the Antarctic, would fiut- 
ter from. crest to crest of the 
waves, pecking at a spot of oil or 
some object floating on the sur- 
face. Near the edge of the pack 
ice the Antarctic skies are alive 
with bird life—Skuas, gulls, terns, 
petrels and milliemauks. 

In the distance, as we started 
homeward a month ago, peak after 
peak of piebald mountains rose 
majestically to our view, Some of 
the peaks reached above 10,000 
feet. We enjoyed their magnifi- 
cence, even though a few days be- 
fore in our monoplane we had, for 
a short time, dwarfed their alti- 
tude. 

The Antarctic mountains are 
black where the precipitous cliffs 
prevent snow from clinging. They 
are white elsewhere, except where 
streaks of very old snow, dust 
strewn, ranges in tone from 
chrome yellow to dirty brown. 

These Antarctic scenes appealel 
nore to our imagination as they 
passed from sight than they had 
when we first saw them on our 
outward journey. 

Much Work to Be Done. 

There is still much work to ‘be 
done in the Antarctic. This year 
we had hoped that we might make 
a flight to join Rear Admiral Byrd 
at his base on the Ross Barrier 
and we expected to find our way 
home with the whalers hunting in 
that vicinity. 

The absence of firm, flat ice, 
from which we could start with 
our heavily-laden planes, made thai 
flight impossible, but our efforts 
to solve the problem of establish- 
ing an meteorological base at the 
south of the Pacific Ocean, which 
was our main purpose, have been 
successful. 

We are the first this year, as we 
were last year, of the Antarctic 
commuters to return to the north- 
ern hemisphere. For 14 years 
without a break, men numbering 
from 1500 to 2000 have sated 
from north of the equator to the 
Antarctic. They wrest from tha‘ 
icy region a livelihood, scientific 
facts or fame. 

The majority are hardy Norse- 
men engaged in whale fishing, 
earning their living, yet undergo- 
ing hardships equal to, if not 
greater, than those which modern 
explorers need bear. These fisher- 
men glean many scientific facts 
and useful bite of geographical in- 
formation. Seme have gone year 
after year to placer as yet unvisit- 
ed by other expeditions and. a 
great mass of important informa- 
tion is stored in the li ry of the 
Whalers’ Association at Tonsberg. 
Norway. 

Some Stay Through Wiater. 

Most of these men £0, as we 
have done, to the Antarctic for the 
six months of summer, but others 
stay, as have Rear Admiral Byrd 
and his party, throughout the win- 
ter. These whalers, while winter- 
ing in not quite such southern lat!- 
tudes as the Ross Sea barrier, are 
in even greater isolation. 

Statistics show that work in the 
polar regions is even safer than 
many other branches of industry at 


home. A smaller percentage of 

men has been fost oh polar expedi- 
tions and polar industries than in 
coal mining or automobile driving.

Other vessels, ranitied by the ice, 
have sunk’ before their crews could 
‘Save even a vestige of provisions. 
In some cases these ‘crews have 
been rescued after living for many 
days on the raw, warm blood of 
penguins, the only food available. 

Toll of Flying Men. 

The knowledge of these things 
makes those of us who use air- 
Planes successfully in the Antarc- 
tic, starting and returning to com- 
fortable and well-equipped resorts, 
feel rather reluctant to accept in 
any degree a heroic role. Yet the 
polar regions have already takerr 
their toil of flying men. We grieve 
for those Norwegians who seem to 
have disappeared forever in’ the 


Ben Bielson, killed in the Arctic. 

But even so, the loss of lives 
and machines is small. Mawson, 
Riiser-Larsen, Byrd and myself, 
with our pilots, have used. 10 
planes in flying many thousands 
of miles over the South Polar re- 
gions. Only one plane,’ one of 
Byrd’s except that lost with the 
Norwegians, has been damaged by 
the elements. 

The flying conditions at the 
time we choose to fly are not, to 
my mind, as hazardous as those 
sometimes encountered by mail 
pilots in the United States. There 
is more bad weather in the South, 
but in really bad weather it is 
useless for an explorer to attempt 
a flight. 

Still the fact remains that until 
November, 1928, when with Eielson 
we made the first Atnarctie flight, 
the conditions in the South were 
strange and unknown, and it is 
for the courage of the adventurer 
—the seeker after néw knowledge. 
—that the pilots who these last two 
years have flown machines in the 
South should receive credit. 


For myself I can perhaps claim 
exemption, for while not actually 
flying in the Antarctic until 1928, 
I had for years been in polar ex- 
peditions, observing them with the 
point of view of a flying man. I 
knew something of the conditions 
we must face and realized that, 
with the selection of good equip- 
ment and the exercise of caution, 
the dangers could be surmounted. 


Caution and Efficiency. 


It is the caution and efficiency 
born of experience that has en- 
abled Byrd and me to return with 
much work done and with the men 
who have helped us in perfect 
health. Even our equipment which 
served us for a- year in the Arctic 
before doing duty for two years in 
the South, did not suffer unduly. 

Expeditions are, after all, a form 
of investment in the market of sci- 
entific knowledge and the airplane 
has made it possible to Make the 
profits large in the department of 
geography. / Since setting out for 
the Antarctic just 18 months ago 
we have, notwithstanding the fact 
that we returned to other work for 
six months last year, added to the 
charts of the Antarctic more than 
1200 miles of coast. line. 

We have discovered 14 islands, 
scores of mountain peaks, new 
land and many straits and chan- 
nels. These discoveries include 
Hearst and Stefansson Strait, Cape 
Byrd, Cape Mawson, Mount Ranck 
and the Detroit Aviation Socicty 
Plateau. 

In our planes we have flown 
more than 5000 miles over Antare- 
tic pack ice and mountains and 
pushed this year with the research 
ship, William Scoresby, through 
4000 miles of ice infested water. 

Other Accomplishments, 


From the ship we took many 
ocean soundings, water tempera- 
tures and water samples and on 
the way made numerous biologi- 
cal collections. 

Naturally we are grateful and 
much indebted to many firms and 
individuals for help. Without their 
aid the work could not have been 
done. Bht the work in the field 
has been carried out by a staff of 
four men—two pilots, an engineer 
and a radio man, besides myself. 

By using equipment already paid 
for by service in the Arctic, our ex- 
pedition was relieved of corsider- 
able expense in outfitting for the 
Antarctic. ‘Transportation, wages. 
traveling expenses. and upkeep 
were the principal items of ex: 
penditure.

The congress was warned that no 
attempt must be made to _ close 
churches by force, to remove 
church bells, to coerce peasants 
into joining the league of the god- 
less or to proclaim entire districts 
as “atheistic regions.” 

Propaganda Among Women. 

. Alternatives of peaceful argu- 
ment, persuasion and scientific ex- 
planation were listed by Emelyan 
Yaroslavsky, chairman of the So- 
ciety of Militant Atheists, who de- 
clared that propaganda must be in- 
tensified, particularly among wom- 
en who, he said, were more _ ig- 
norant and superstitious than men. 

Special attention was also to be 
given to children, he said. The 
games, the books and in short all 
the activities of children must be 
“perméated with atheistic and ma- 
terialistic principles.” 

“Quality rather than quantity 
must be the watchword in our ac- 
tivities,” he said. “We must not 
strive for big figures in the num- 
ber of churches closed, but rather 
for the progressive conversion of 
the peasants and the workers into 
atheists by rational, scientific and 
enlightened work. ~ 

Danger in Excesses. 

“Nor must the closing of the 
churches be considered the first 
problem in collective farm areass 
We must first make atheists of the 
peasants, and then the peasants 
will close the churches themselves. 
Any excesses or force in this direc- 
tion will omly make them more 
fanatical and re'igious. 

“We must avoid mistakes, be- 
cause all these are magnified by 
the imperialists abroad and react

That the people have been leaving the street cars 
for other forms of transportation is the outstanding 
feature of local transportation. Col. Albert T. Perk- 
ins, formerly general manager of the street car com- 
pany, reported to the directors early this month that 
from its peak in 1923 street car riding in St. Louis 
has declined about 10 per cent. In the same period 
the population has increased 20 ‘per cent. It is not 
in St. Louis alone that the people prefer auto- 
motive transportation to street car riding. It is true 
everywhere, and it has preserted a great problem 
to the street car business. It is a business for the 
most part’so overcapitalized that in the opinion of 
many experts only the process of receivership can 
adapt it to modern conditions. . 

For the street railway company to use the bus lines 
as a club with which to drive the people back to the 
street cars could be only a vengeful use of the busses 
expressing the company’s resentment of its failure to 
have its way in the community and sell this dying 
horse to a distant and unsuspecting market. If the 
company did make such use of the busses the duty 
of the city would be clear. It would Ae its duty to 
invite another bus line to do business. in St. Louis 
and give it a permit to do so. Failing that, the city 
could provide a municipal service to meet the de- 
mand. The bus business is a profitable business in 
all large cities, and the bus riders of St. Louis are 
in no peril of being deprived of this form of trans- 
portation. 

. A much happier outcome of the bus strike, and one 
better suiting the convenience of the public, would be 
a settlement of the strike. It can be settled with no 
damage to either party in the controversy. The bus 
lines are not likely to go into bankruptcy. They are 
a property of one of the greatest power corporations 
in the country, and one with abundant resources. If 
the Board of Aldermen will appoint a committee to 
reorganize the transportation service of the city, leav- 
ing to the street cars routes over which street car 
riding is profitable and giving to the busses all the 
remaining territory, there will be no trouble about 
making both forms of transportation profitable and 
enabling them to pay fair wages to their employes.

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DESTITUTE CHILDREN OF ST. LOUIS. 

Caring for destitute children is one of the funda- 
mental duties of civilization. Sympathy is quick to 
go out to those orphaned or deserted, or whose moth- 
ers are unable to earn a living. Crime, disease and 
suffering are the inevitable results unless society 
shoulders its task to give such children a fair chance. 
The city of St. Leuis accepted this responsibility in 
1912 when it created the Board of Children’s Guardi- 
ans. How it has fallen short in caring for these 
charges is shown in figures just compiled by the 
Citizens’ Committee on Public Relations. 

The appropriation for the fiscal year just ending 
was so low that the board, which in thig phase of 
its work aided 123 mothers and 397 children in the 
previqus year, now is able to assist only 99 mothers 
and. a correspondingly lower number of children. The 
allowances have been reduced far below the sum 
regarded by social workers as the minimum. A 
mother with three children last year received an av- 
erage of $8.53 per month per child, a total of $309 
for the year, although Federal figures set the mini- 
mum budget at $1000. Other cities not only assist 
a larger-number of children but give them a larger 
allowance. Only about one-sixth the children re- 
quiring such aid in St. Louis receive it, by estimate 
of the Child Welfare League of America, which 
places this city “very near the bottom” in a nation- 
wide comparison.

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THE NEW CANCER TREATMENT. 

Dr. Walter B. Coffey and Dr. John B. Humber of 
San Francisco made an interesting exposition of 
their cancer treatment before the senior class of St. 
Louis University Medical School. Several points 
brought out by them should be emphasized. They 
deplore the publicity that has attended their work, 
and say they wanted another year of experiment 
before the result of their research was made known. 
It seems they found it impossible to work any 
longer in quiet. But moS8t important, they want 
it understood they do not claim to have discovered 
a cancer “cure.” Although their treatment of 1300 
patients seems to indicate some other remarkable re- 
sults, it is too early to say that cancer, one of the 
most stubborn and mysterious of all human ailments, 
has yielded to science. Both Drs. Coffey and Humber 
realize that hopes of cancer sufferers have been 
raised many times, only to be dashed, by premature 
announcements that a “cure” has been discovered. 
They do not wish to be the cause of a similar anti- 
climax. Gt. 

Officially, medicine does not yet recognize any 
conclusive cancer cure, although radium, X-ray and 
the surgeon’s knife have been used with good effect 
in certain types of cases. Moreover, medicipe does 
not claim to understand the nature or cause.of can- 
cer. In the meantime, medical scientists throughout 
the world are working on the problem and there is 
reason for confidence in a final solution,

New York Millionaire Succumbs at 
Phoenix, Ariz,; Had Been Ill 
With Pneumonia.

—Friends here have learned of the 
death early this morning near 
Phoenix, Ariz., of V. Everett Macy, 
multimillionaire banker and philan- 


thropist. He would have been 59 
years old Sunday.

Some beauty experts thank these 
defiant pioneers for the phenome- 
nal good fortune that has come to 
the beauty trades. Others blame 
bobbed hair, and one influential 
analyst lays a lot of it to gin and 
cigarettes. 

The beauty culture business is 
now called the fourth largest in- 
dustry in the United States. Last 
year it headed the list in magazine 
advertising, paying $30,081,925 for 
space in periodicals to tell the 
world how beauty could be 
achieved by the use of certain 
products. Information on how to 
be beautiful took precedence over 
information on what to eat, on the 
relative virtues of different auto- 
mobiles and a variety of house fur- 
nishings. The food and food bev- 
erages advertising bill came second 
with $27,283,967; automotive indus- 
tries third with $22,936,931, and 
housefurnishings fourth with $17,- 
999,043.  Beauty_ advertising in 
newspapers’ in the same period 
amounted to nearly $20,000,000, 
Figuring on a 10 per cent advertis- 
ing appropriation, a man who 
spends his days with columns of 
expenditures estimated the year’s 
beauty business at about $500,000,- 
000, and then admitted that the 
guess might not be accurate, be- 
cause some manufacturers who are 
out to conquer new territory may 
be spending several times 10 per 
cent of their sales to acquaint the 
world with their wares. By adding 
tooth paste and a few other comé 
modities advertised as béauty aids 
the figure mounts to billion pro- 
portions, In drug stores alone the 
Sales last year of creams, lotions, 
face powders, compacts, rouge, lip- 
stick, toilet water and toilet soap 
amounted to $215,251,082.96.
